Dear Mr. Wolf: 

Thank you for your letter of October 3 1 to Secretary Clinton regarding 
Tunisian government cooperation in the investigation into Ali Harzi's alleged role 
in the September 1 1 attack on our diplomatic compound in Benghazi, Libya. 

The Department shares your concern that the perpetrators of the attack be 
brought to justice as soon as possible. We have made clear to the Government of 
Tunisia that this matter is of great importance to the United States and we are 
working closely with them to bring it to closure. 

Our frustration over the slow pace of progress in this particular case 
notwithstanding, we are encouraged by Tunisia's overall political progress and 
believe it is in our national interest to support its successful transition, which will 
set a clear example for other countries in the region. As we provide this support, 
our partnership with the Government of Tunisia will grow, as will our influence, 
making it more - not less - likely that we will find ways to resolve disagreements. 

I hope this information is helpful to you. We look forward to continuing to 
work with you on this important issue. Please do not hesitate to contact me if the 
Department can be of further assistance.
